A Letter froma LADY to ber

there they fhine indeed. Ic 
fhould feem by their peculiar fa- 
cility in expreflion on the fub- 
jet, that they were formed alone 
for tencerne’s. 
(con'inued he) in my pocket, 
that I believe will not fail to 
confute you: it is from a lady 
to her lover, to whom fhe is to 
be united in a very fhort time. 
You will think it peculiarly ten- 
der. Itis fo ;——_—but heavens ! 
how delicate !—how refined the 
fentiments!——how arilels the 
{tvle !—-f will give you here a 
frecimen of letter writing : lif- 
ten therefore, and be confuted.” 

‘s Saying this, he took from his 
Pocket-book a letter, which’ ke 
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read to the party around him. 


The fentiments were ex tremely ~ 


tender and paflionate, and the 
le.ter was highly applauded, 

** During this converfation, 
colonel Denby was fitting at fome 
little diftance, but heard the 
whole of ir.

Denby, I die—reccive my laf 
breath.” 

*¢ It» was indeed his laft breath, 
he brea‘hed no more. 
 & His difiraéted friend, for 
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fome moments gazed on the 
wound which his rafh hand had 
made, in dumb defpair; then tif- 
ing from the body with frantic 
wildnef:, he fmaiched his fword 
Rijl reeking with the blood of 
his friend, and plunged it into 
his own breeft. He fell by the 
fide of his Villars. 

“ By this time, two eminent 
furgeons arrived, who had been 
called to the affiftance of the un- 
happy Villars. who wasnow no 
more. On. examining the colo- 
ncl’s wound, they pronounced it 
‘9 be mortal, and thatit was im- 
pofible he could jive many hours.
